Alumni Elections 


W. Emmert Swigart, Hunting- 
don insurance executive, took 
over officially as national presi- 
dent of the Juniata College 
Alumni Association at the alum- 
ni luncheon on May 31 which 
highlighted an extensive three- 
day program of Alumni and 
commencement activities. 

Mr. Swigart, who served as 
first vice-president this year, 
succeeds J. Foster Gehrett ’16, 
Pittsburgh public school admin- 
istrator. A graduate of the Class 
of 1906, Mr. Swigart has taken 
an active interest in the college 
for many years. He is recogniz- 
ed as one of Huntingdon’s most 
prominent businessman.

Church of the Brethren, as alum- 
ni representative on the Board 
of Trustees. The Reverend Det- 
weiler was elected over Ralph 
W. E. Leitsr ’27, Philadelphia, 
and Robert B. Patrick ’26, Her- 
shey, and succeeds Secretary of 
Internal Affairs William S. Liv- 
engood ’26, Somerset. 

The Reverend Detweiler form- 
erly served as pastor of the 
Stone Church of the Brethren 
in Huntingdon from December 
1937 to December 1941. Form- 
erly of Johnstown, he was grad- 
uated from Juniata in 1928 with 
the degree Bachelor of Music. 
His graduate work has been in 
the field of theology at the West- 
ern Theological Seminary in 
Pittsburgh. 

Since graduation, the Rev- 
erend Detweiler has held pastor- 
ates at Garrett, Salisbury, Mey- 
ersdale, in addition to Hunting- 
don and Waynesboro. He is a 
momber of the Brethren Service 
Committce.

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Alumni Giving In Colleges 


The phenomenal increase in Juniata 
College alumni giving corresponds 
with the general increase in alumni 
fund contributing in colleges and 
universities everywhere. These funds 
are maintaining their positions as a 
collective big business with ever-in- 
creasing figures. The American Alumni 
Council! reported that “totals for last 
year show that nearly eight million 
aollars poured into the treasuries of : 
our colleges and universities to make 
1946 the biggest year in the history 
of the alumni fund.” 


Approximately 345,000 alumni con- 
iributed toward the progress of Ameri- 
can educational ideas. The study 
further shows that “our average re- 
veals that $64,335.00 was contributed 
at Old Siwash in 1946 by 2,837 John 
and Jane Does. They each made out 
a check for $22.68 and represented a 
collective 25.8 percent of their insti- 
tution’s alumni.” 


Juniata’s fund for the year 1946 
as indicated on page seven amounted 


to $35,970.00 from 1148 alumni, or an 


average of $31.33 from 30 percent of 
the alumni. In this year’s report as 
submitted on page two the fund 
amounts to $45,357.64 from 1202 con- 
tributors, or an average of $37.73 
from 33 percent of our alumni.
